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SCENES FROM AL JABARTI. 


Sinee the leaders of the Egyptian Nationa- 


| list party are. never tired of insisting that the 


sufferings of Egypt in the past have been 
grossly and wittingly exaggerated by the 
partisans of the British Occupation, the critic 
who is. ignorant of Egyptian ‘history is faced 
by a difficulty, viz, that he has littleinformation 
on which to base any reply he may wish to 
make to the ‘patriotic’ “laudator temporis 
acti.” For the reign of Ismail Pasha documents 
exist, but whatif the champions of the Nation. 
alist idea «deelare that Ismail’s rule was 
something exceptional and that if would he 
in the highest degree unfair to take the 
oppression and injustice that marked the 
latter days of that ruler as being the normal 
feature of Egyptian history during the past 
century ! But there is evidence, and evidence 
of a very remarkable nature concerning the 
sufferings of the Egyptians in earlier days, and 
among the witnesses we shall cite the talented 
Sheikh Abderrahman Al ‘Jabarti, the only 
great Eyyptian author of the past century, a 
Moslem and something of a scholar, neither an 
‘intrus’ nor xenophobe—indeed a very credit. 
able example of a pious and . conservative 
Moslem. For the edification of our readers and 
the benefit of the erities above-mentioned, we 
purpoxe to give certain extracts from Al 
Jabarti’s VIIth volume, wherein the goodSheikh 
describes the great events that followed the 
withdrawal of the French from Egypt and the 
return of the Turkish armies under’ the com- 
mand of the Vizier Yusuf Pasha, 

We will begin with the 20th day of the 
month Satfar a.m. 1260. On that day Turkish 
soldiers, horsemen and footmen, reached the 
city of Cairo and the Grand Vizier pitched his 
camp at Shubra. The French garrison under 
General Belliard—unable to risk further action 
against the combined foree: +f .the English, the 
Turks and the Mamelukes—made honourable 
terms for itself. The negotiations were rapidly 
completed and on Thursday, the 30th of the 
month, the French retired from the tapital 
while the Osmanli soldiers entered first through 


a breach in the walls and later throngh the 


Bab el Nasr. Great. was the exultation of the 
inhabitants as the new-comers marched through 
the streets. Meh and boys cried “Allah yinsar 
el Sultan”.—‘God -give victory to the Sultan’ 
aml the women uttered the ‘zayzhareet’ from 
the windows. The redoubtable janissaries piled 
their arms and placed their ensigns before the 
cafés, the shops and the baths, while Yustif 
Pasha, accompanied by agas and soldiers, rode 


to the Mosque of Hussein ald gave thanks for | 


victory. ‘Then the Osmanli General paid a 
brief visit to the Sheikh el Sadat, examined 
the Mosque of Al Azhar, whiere he gave largesse 
to the ferrashes and the servants, and 
returned to his camp. Meanwhile the janis- 
saries trooped into the town amid ‘the 
cheers of the populace; but the merchant and 
shopkeepers, before whose establishments the 
soldiers piled their muskets, regarded these 
wild warriors with some concern and in--the 
afternoon the allies of the Egyptians obliged 


the towspeople to furnish them with. rations,. 


water, “and even. coffee” according to our 
author. Next day 
the janissaries :—whose strange name suggests 
some wild Tartar from the interior of Asia 
-Minor—ordered his men to take down the 
banners that had been planted before the 
shops. and the merchants hada temporary 
respite. * 

On Sunday, the first day of the month Rabi 
el Awal, the grand Aga of the janissaries, rode 
through the streets and on the’ following day 
another potent dignitary, Hassein the Kapitan 
Pasha, reached Gizeh, Thence he repaired to 
the mosque: of. Sheikh Hussein’ where he 
sacrificed five buffaloes and seven sheep and laid 


‘four Persian shawls on the Sheikh’s tomb. But 


while the @smanli notables behaved as 
victorious notables should behaye, the army 
was showing signs of a certain’ lack. of disci- 
pline. In the: Gamalieh quarter a thirsty 
Albanian warrior took a glass of liquorice water 
from a vendor—and declined to pay. ‘The 
vendor protested, but it vain, He hastenéd to. 
an officer who haled the Arnaout before

him, bade him pay the money and reprimand. 
ing hirh severely, called for the bastinado. But 
the Arnaout so far from submitting to the 
penalty drew his pistol from his sash and Jaid 
the Aga low, and° hastening to his honse 
maintained an.accurate fire on all who app. 
roached to arrest him. Five persons had fallen 
when two of his fellow countrymen passed by; 
the janissaries seeing a. foe in every moun- 


| taineer slew them both and when thieir attacks 


on the house proved costly and useless, set 
fire to it. The soldier broke out-but was over- 
powered and executed and thus, “nine persons 
perished for a few drops of liquorice water.” 

But these incidents were forgotten by the 
populace in the joy of ‘the solemn and triumph- 
al entry of the armies’ of the Khalif. On the 
fifth of the month the vanguard of the Osmanli 
army passed through the Bab el Nasr and 
from dawn to midday the great host marched 
through the streets. The Albanian hillmen, 
the Mameluke Emirs, the Turks, the’ Syrian 
infantry, the janissaries and the marines, 
great officers of the Empire, Ibrahim Pasha the 
wali of Aleppo, Hamed Pasha wali of Egypt, 
the Katkhoda of the Empire, Jibji Pasha 
Toussoun, the Cadi of the’ army and his naibs, 
the ulema and the orders of dervishes marched 
past to the sound of drums and horns, and 
behind them rode the Vizier Yussef Pasha 
clothed in blue pelisse embroidered with gold 
and lined with martens fir, and wearing a 
white aigrette adorned with diamonds ; behind 
him walked two of his followers who cast 
largesse—silver coins minted at Staimboul 
among the crowd. What wonder that Al Jabarti 
wrote on that day—"Praise and glory to God 
who has granted us this blessing.” 

The next few days passed happily, but on 
the 18th of the month the Vizier deprived the 
Grand Cadi of his office on account of “his 
revolting avarice”. On the 24th came a tragedy. 
The daughter of Sheikh El Bakri, accused of 
misconduct with a Frenchman was arrestel, a 
shameful breach of the 13th article of the 
Convention signed by the Turks, British and 
French. Her professions of repentance were in 
vain. Her father disavowed her and her head 
was struck from her shoulders. Another erring 
lady was strangled by -her husband with the 
permission of the Grand Vizier. 

Now, too, the troops began to rob right anjl 
left and those quartered in the Christian kisms 
charged their hosts double: as much as they 
demanded trota the Moslems for food, pocket 
money and Turkish baths. On the third day of 
the next month orders were given to treat 
Christians and Jews with humanity. and on 
the 14th the town criers informed Cairo that 
all whobelievedin a Holy Book were uaranteed 
peace and security—if they would pay a small 
contribution equal to four years’ taxation to 


their rulers. -Bot these contributions did not 


find their way to the pockets of the army. As 
in the Yemen to-day, so in Egypt more than a 


century ago, the Ottoman troops were unpaid 


and looting and violence on their part grew 
more and more frequent. Cruel and unjustifiable 
executions, forced loans, and attacks on peace 
ble citizens beeame the order of the day. 

“A soldier would sit down ina shop and ther 
would arise and swear that his purse had 
heen stolen and lay hands on whatever he 
could take to indemnify himself. The troops, 
moreover, compelled the people to give them 
good coins in exchange for counterfeit pieces. 
They insulted women in the streets in shame- 
less fashion and-in the villages they coi: 
mitted every sort of excess. When they enter- 
ed any village they would produce a paper 
on’ which Turkish words were written, and 
would tell the fellaheen that they had come to 
make an end of tyranny or any other invention 
that come into their travelling expenses after 
which they would, arrest the Sheikhs amd 
extort large contributions from them. .... . 
Consequently most of the Egyptian—especially 
of the fellaheen regretted the days of the French 
occupation.” 

While their deliverers played these pranks 
near Cairo the leading Egyptian Emir, the 
Mameluke Al Alfi, gave the. Saides cause for 
complaint. On hearing of the death of any 
person, this ingenious financier would seize the 


rightful heirs and by beating and imprisoning 
‘them seldom failed: to persuade these un- 


fortunates to make him sole legatee. His 
agents terrified women and children and 
“carried houses by storm insuch. fashion that 
the Saides, preferring the intermittent ferocity 
ofthe Turks to theconstant oppression of the 
Eutir, repaired. to Cairo where they thronged 
the streets and the gardens and lived by theft, 
or from the alms ofthe charitably disposed.” 
Such was the condition of Egypt three.months

THE CHATHAM ACCIDENT. 


CLAN CUMMING'S LIABILITIES 


—_- 


In the Admiralty Court lust week Mr, 
Justice Bucknill had before him an action 
| brought by the owners of the steamship - Clan 


Cunmning (of the Clan Line). to limit their. 


liability. in-respect of damages arising out of 
the collision between the Clan Cumming and 
the London ‘steamship Chatham in the Suez 
Canal on September 5, 1905, As a result of 
the impact the Chatham. took fire, and she 
was sunk, it being feared that the flames would 
reach-hor cdrgo of explosives, «In consequence 
of the hindrance’to traffic in the channel she 


was subsequently blown up by order of the 


Canal authorities. The owners of the Chatham 
brought -a .claim for. damages against the 


owners of the Clan. Cumming, and there was a’ 


counter-claim, each party alleging. negligence 
on the other side, The case was heard before 
tlie President (Sir Gorell Barnes‘, who held 
that the Clan ‘Cumming was alone to blame 
for the collision This decision was subsequently 
confirmed by the Court. of Appeal There was 
no loss of life or personal injury as the result 
of the collision. Thé owners of the. Clan Cum- 
ming* feared that the claims againat them in 
respect of losa of ship and goods-would exceed 
their statutory liability of £8 per ton on the 
gross registered tonnage (after deduction. for 
crew space) of the Clan Cumming. They 
therefore brought this action to limit their 
liability, and they offered to pay into court the 
sum of £37,533 10s. (being the aggregate of 
£8 per ton), together with interest at-the rate 
of 4 per cent, from the. date of tho collision 
His Lordship made the-usual decree, limiting” 
the plaintiffs’ liability as prayed.

‘Cyprus is slowly waking up to the fact that 
she may, with advantage to herself and without 
loss of dignity, imitate the example of all other 
agricultural and progressive countries, and 
utilize those’labour-saying machines which sre 
now 80 familiar elsewhere. Their introduction, 
hitherto very gradual, has teveived a welcome 
impetus this year owing to the combination of 
heavy crops and high wages, No amount’ of 
argument or demonstration could so effectively 
bring home to the Cypriot agriculturist - the 
advantages of a reaping machine ‘as the stub: 

born fact.which now confronts him that harvest 
daily wages are now in many instances 
2/44c.piastres for men and 1/5 ¢,piastres for 
women, and in some cases even higher. No 
wonder that many ‘a farmer who, some four 
or five years ago, grumbled at, having to pay. 
10 or 11 piastrés per day for harvestmen ndw 
finds he can save from his haryest wage bill 
more thin enough to pay the price of a reaper 
in one year, 

Fire Wood Supply. 

A- valuable fuel ground’ has, during the last 
two years been established at Athalassa, near 
Nicosia. From here, at no distant period, a 
supply. of fire wood should be ayailable which 
will prove most acceptable to the inhabitants 
of that town, Many thousand.trees—eucalyptus, 
acacias, cypress, casuarinas antl others—have 


been planted there by the Forest Department |
